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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 5, 6, (9) and 10-13, drawn to a multimodal polyethylene molding 
composition, classified in class 525, subclasses 191 and 240. 

II. Claims 7 and 8, drawn to a method of producing a multimodal 
polyethylene molding composition, classified in class 525, subclass 193. 

Ill Calms 14 and 15, drawn to en article of manufacture, uassifieu in ciass 
425, subclasses 522+. 

IV. Claim 16, drawn to a process of extrusion, classified in class 264, 
subclasses vary. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions of Group I and of Group II are related as process of making and 
product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1 ) that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially 
different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be 
made by an other and materially different process such as sequential polymerization. 

Inventions of Group II and of Group IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if 
it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP § 808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions are drawn to processes 
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that manufacture products different in scope. The Group II claims produce a resin blend; 
the Group Iv claims produce an article. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 10-13 are allowed. 

No prior art has been found that either teaches or fairly suggests the production 
of a polyethylene molding composition comprising (A) from 30 to 60% by weight of low- 

f m fmm 30 to 65% bv weight of high- 
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molecular-weight polyethylene copolymer, and (C) from 1 to 30% by weight of ultrahigh- 
molecular-weight ethylene homopolymer or copolymer, each having the characteristics 
as herein claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites a product that is defined by properties desired for that product, 
that being "excellent convertibility into hollow articles. This language does not serve to 
define the invention. As such, the claim is deemed to be vague and confusing. 
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Claim 9 depends from claim 15. This renders the claim as vague. The claim 
appears to be proper to depend from claim 5.
